SECOND  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  2.30  P.  M. 

Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  E.  T.  Horn. 

The  President,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  made  his  report,  which 
was  received  and  held  for  reference  to  the  proper  Committee. 
PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren: — As  we  assemble  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
Sixty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  our  body,  our  hearts  should  swell  with 
devout  gratitude  to  Him  who  has  mercifully  spared  our  lives,  blessed  our 
labors,  and  permitted  us  to  greet  each  other  again  "as  workers  together 
with  Him."  Many  encouragements  have  attended  our  labors,  and  we 
have 'much  for  which  to  be  grateful.  The  Synodical  Year  has  been 
marked  by  the  erection  of  several  new  churches,  the  material  improve- 
ment of  others,  and  by  maliy  accessions  to  our  membership.  Nor  has  the 
missionary  zeal  of  our  Synod  languished.  Encouraging  reports  come  up 
from  a  number  of  the  societies,  and  we  note  with  great  pleasure  the  con- 
tinued faithfulness  and  zeal  of  the  noble  women  of  our  Church. 

But  while  the  harvest  is  plenteous,  the  reapers  are  few;  and  our  people 
have  not  yet  attained  to  that  high  degree  of  liberality  and  zeal  which 
is  necessary  to  the  full  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  L,et  us,  therefore,  redouble  our  diligence  and  press  to  the  work 
before  us. 

The  death  of  our  esteemed  brother,  Rev.  C.  F.  Bansemer,  D.  D.,  who 
was  a  member  of  this  body  forty-eight  years  of  his  somewhat  eventful 
life,  will  receive  due  legislation  at  your  hands. 

The  following  is  a  brief  sketch  of  my  official  acts: 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  CALES  ACCEPTED. 

November  19,  1888,  Rev.  S.  S.  Rahn  notified  me  of  his  resignation  of 
the  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate,  and  of  his  acceptance  of  a  call  to  serve 


vSandy  Run  Church,  asking  my  consent  to  the  same.  Not  having  the 
authority  to  divide  a  pastorate,  but  being  satisfied  that  the  good  of  the 
Church  would  be  promoted  by  the  proposed  arrangement,  I  gave  my  con- 
sent for  him  to  serve  that  congregation  as  a  supply  until  our  present 
meeting. 

December  30,  1889,  Mr.  Marion  D.  Harman  informed  me  that  Rev.  J.  G. 
Graichen  had  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Stephen's  Pastorate,  and  would  begin 
his  labors  in  January,  1889. 

January  1,  1889,  Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  notified  me  that  he  had  become 
pastor  of  the  Blythewood  Mission  Church,  in  addition  to  his  labors  as 
pastor  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  and  would  preach  there  once  a  month  during 
the  Synodical  Year.  He  has  since  reported  gratifying  success  at  that 
church. 

January  8,  1889,  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  informed  me  that  he  had  accepted 
a  call  to  Pastorate  No.  7,  and  had  entered  upon  the  work. 

May  29,  1889,  Rev.  S.  S.  Rahn  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
Church  at  Sandy  Run  and  accepted  a  call  to  St.  John's  Church,  Wythe  - 
ville,  Va.,  and  that  Candidate  P.  H.  E.  Derrick  had  consented  to  fill  out 
his  unexpired  term  there  and  at  Orange  Chapel. 

In  June  last,  Rev.  J.  Q.  Wertz  resigned  the  Orangeburg  Church,  his 
resignation  to  take  effect  October  1,  1889.  October  2nd,  he  notified  me 
of  his  acceptance  of  a  call  to  the  Union  Charge,  near  Salisbury,  N.  C. 

DISMISSIONS. 

November  1,  1888,  I  granted  Rev.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  a  letter  of  dismission 
to  enable  him  to  unite  with  the  Southwest  Virginia  Synod. 

March  5,  1889,  a  similar  letter  was  forwarded  to  Rev.  H.  F.  Shealy  to 
enable  him  to  unite  with  the  Virginia  Synod. 

July  12,  1889,  Rev.  S.  S.  Rahn  was  furnished  with  a  letter  of  dismissal 
to  enable  him  to  unite  with  the  Southwest  Virginia  Synod. 

August  23,  1889,  I  granted  Rev.  Prof.  A.  G.  Voigt  a  letter  of  dismission 
to  the  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

October  2,  1889,  Rev.  J.  Q.  Wertz  was  granted  a  letter  of  dismissal  to 
the  North  Carolina  Synod,  into  whose  bounds  he  has  recently  moved. 

October  4,  1889,  Rev.  J.  C.  Brodfuehrer,  D.  D.,  was  dismissed  to  the 
Illinois  Synod. 

ADMISSIONS  AND  INSTALLATIONS. 

October  26,  1888,  upon  deposit  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  Vir- 
ginia Synod,  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers  was  received  into  this  body. 

January  19,  1889,  Rev.  J.  G.  Graichen,  upon  presentation  of  honorable 
dismission  from  the  Kansas  Synod,  was  received  into  this  Synod. 

January  13,  1889,  Rev.  J.  G.  Graichen  was  duly  installed  pastor  of  the 
St.  Stephen's  Charge,  Rev.  C.  A.  Marks  officiating. 

April  28,  1889,  Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  was  installed  pastor  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Revs.  G.  W.  Holland,  D.  D.,  W.  C.  Schaeffer  and  Z.  W.  Beden- 
baugh  officiating. 
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DEDICATIONS. 

March  24,  1889,  Mt.  Lebanon  Lutheran  Church,  Orangeburg  County, 
S.  C,  was  dedicated  by  Revs.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  and 
J.  H.  Wilson. 

June  5,  1889,  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Elloree,  S.  C,  was  dedicated 
by  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  and  J.  D.  Bowles. 

The  new  Sunday-school  Chapel  of  Ebenezer  Lutheran  Church,  Colum- 
bia, S.  C,  was  consecrated  May  12,  1889,  Revs.  E.  A.  Wingard  and  M.  M. 
Kinard  officiating. 

October  13,  1889,  the  new  church  at  Ridge  Road,  Newberry  County, 
S.  C,  known  as  Bachman  Chapel,  was  consecrated  by  Revs.  J.  D.  Bowie:; 
and  J.  A.  Sligh,  pastor  of  the  church. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

February  16,  1889,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  G.  W.  Holland,  D.  D., 
informing  me  that  Mr.  J.  C.  Chalmers,  a  beneficiary  of  this  Synod,  had 
"refused  to  take  the  full  classical  course,"  and  had  withdrawn  from  the 
College.  While  such  occurrences  are  discouraging  to  our  people,  they 
also  suggest  the  importance  of  great  care  in  accepting  young  men  who 
present  themselves  as  candidates  for  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry. 

May  24,  1889,  Rev.  Jacob  Austin,  President  of  the  Georgia  Synod, 
informed  me  that  our  Committee  of  investigation  had  made  satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  rumors  affecting  the  character  of  Rev.  E.  E.  Barclay, 
and  that  he  had  been  received  into  connection  with  that  Synod. 

September  26,  i88y,  Mr.  P.  H.  E.  Derrick,  who  has  been  serving  Sandy 
Run  and  Orange  Chapel  congregations  since  June  last,  notified  me  that 
he  would  ask  for  ordination  at  our  present  meeting.  His  request  is 
respectfully  presented  for  your  consideration. 

October  15,  1889,  Hon.  J.  D.  Cappelmann  gave  notice  that  he  would 
expect  to  be  relieved  of  the  treasurership  of  the  Seminary  Fund  at  our 
present  session.  While  your  President  appreciates  the  labor  and  responsi- 
bility involved  in  a  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  this  office,  he  still 
hopes  that  Mr.  Cappelmann  will  consent  to  re-election. 

Since  our  last  convention  a  vigorous  and  successful  move  has  been 
made  to  found  a  Southern  Lutheran  Female  College  at  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
and  you  are  earnestly  asked  to  co-operate  in  the  enterprise.  This  worth}- 
cause  is  commended  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

Your  President  would  respectfully  urge  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  XIV  of  our  Constitution,  relative  to  the  prosecution  of 
Home  Mission  work;  and  directs  the  attention  of  our  most  efficient 
Executive  Committee  to  Article  XII,  Part  II,  Constitution  of  Synod.  In 
this  connection  he  reports  with  pleasure  the  brightening  prospects  of  the 
Graniteville  Mission  Church,  brought  about  by  the  efficient  ministrations 
of  Rev.  J.  Steck,  D.  D.,  and  urges  Synod  to  adopt  such  measures  as  will 
secure  the  permanence  of  that  struggling  congregation. 
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And  now,  dear  brethren,  grateful  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me, 
and  "commending  you  to  God,  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  which  is 
able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  of  them 
which  are  sanctified,"  I  return  to  you  the  sacred  trust,  assuring  you  that 
I  have  performed  the  duties  of  this  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and 
that  I  shall  ever  pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Executive  Committee  would  report  that  they  organized  for  busi- 
ness early  in  the  year  and  endeavored  to  earn-  out  the  wishes  of  Synod 
as  far  as  possible. 

A  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Marks,  Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer 
and  A.  H.  Kohn,  was  appointed  to  look  after  several  points  within  our 
bounds,  and  to  see  that  these  points,  if  they  desired,  should  have  preach- 
ing. At  a  meeting  held  July  15,  1889,  the  Sub-Committee  reported  that 
they  had  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Counts,  a  theological  student, 
to  preach  twice  a  mouth  for  three  mouths  at  the  Mitchell  High  School, 
in  Lexington  County,  and  to  report  what  the  prospects  were  for  an 
organization,  and  for  which  services  we  promised  to  pay  him  #12.50  per 
month. 
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Mr.  Counts  performed  the  work,  and  reports  that  he  sees  no  hope  for 
an  organization  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  but  thinks  it  possible  that 
the  Tennessee  Synod  may  in  the  near  future  have  a  good,  live,  working 
church  at  that  point. 

Deadfall  and  Liberty  Hill  were  investigated.  Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  has 
kindly  cared  for  the  former  and  there  is  no  hope  for  the  latter. 

The  Executive  Committee  made  an  additional  appropriation  to  our 
Missionary  at  Augusta,  who  will  doubtless  report  to  you. 

Bro.  J.  D.  Shealy,  of  Grauiteville,  appealed  to  your  Committee  for 
assistance,  but  we  were  unable  to  render  him  any  aid. 

The  Executive  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
appropriations  made  by  the  Committee,  viz:  Mr.  H.  P.  Counts,  $37.50, 
and  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  $50,  be  ordered  paid  and  our  other  acts  approved.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  NORTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD. 

Your  delegate  appointed  to  meet  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  North  Carolina,  which  convened  in  St.  John's  Church,  Cabarrus 
County,  embracing  the  first  Lord's  day  in  May  last,  would  report  that  he 
did  not  meet  with  that  body  in  person  from  causes  which  he  considered 
reasonable  excuses,  but  sent  a  letter  post  haste  bearing  the  fraternal 
greetings  of  this  body  to  that  venerable  old  Mother  Synod. 

Your  delegate  was  informed  that  his  letter  was  read  in  open  Synod,  and 
in  response  Rev.  T.  S.  Brown,  of  Charlotte,  was  elected  delegate  to  this 
body.    We  hope  to  see  the  brother  in  our  midst  at  the  present  meeting.

REPORT    OF    BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES    OF  NEWBERRY 
COLLEGE. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  session  that  closed 
in  June  last  was  103.  This  made  it  one  of  the  most  encouraging  and 
prosperous  sessions  in  the  history  of  the  Institution,  and  those  who  have 
prayed  and  toiled  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  College  rejoiced  with  each 
other  at  such  a  degree  of  prosperity. 

The  present  session,  which  opened  on  the  first  day  of  the  present 
month,  finds  already  the  names  of  105  students  enrolled,  with  56  of  these 
in  the  College  Department,  and  these  same  friends  of  the  Institution 
now  rejoice  as  they  have  not  done  for  a  period  of  nearly  thirty  years. 
Thirty  years  of  despair  and  hope,  of  sorrow  and  gladness,  of  weeping

and  praying.  It  does  seem  that  the  greatest  difficulties  have  been  over- 
come, that  the  hardest  work  has  been  done,  and  that  the  darkest  clouds 
have  rolled  away.  But  as  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty,  so 
constant  prayer  and  faithful  work,  even  in  a  cause  like  this,  are  demanded 
of  those  who  would  succeed  and  enjoy  continued  prosperity.  Therefore, 
instead  of  relaxing  our  efforts,  let  us  address  ourselves  more  assiduously 
and  earnestly  to  this  glorious  work  which  God  in  His  Providence  has 
put  into  our  hands,  remembering  that  God  helps  those  who  help  them- 
selves. 

1.  The  resignation  of  Prof.  A.  G.  Voigt  and  that  of  Prof.  T.  H.  Dreher 
were  each  with  no  little  reluctance  accepted  by  the  Board. 

2.  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Ancient  Languages 
and  Literature  at  a  salary  of  $800. 

3.  The  Chair  of  Modern  Languages,  vacated  by  Prof.  Voigt,  has  not 
as  yet  been  filled,  and  this  matter  is  referred  to  Synod  for  action. 

4.  It  was  thought  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  College  to  make  the 
Preparatory  Department  a  stronger  and  more  efficient  school  by  placing 
two  teachers  in  it,  instead  of  having  only  one;  and  with  this  end  in  view 
Messrs.  A.  S.  Laird  and  W.  K.  Sligh  were  put  in  charge  of  this  Depart- 
ment with  a  salary  of  $600  a  year  each. 

5.  Instead  of  asking  Synod  for  an  appropriation  of  five  or  six  hundred 
dollars  to  be  used  in  the  payment  of  professors'  salaries,  we  ask  that 
Synod  pay  fifty  dollars  each  for  the  tuition  of  six  needy  students  who 
have  in  view  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

6.  We  ask  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  with  which  to  pay 
the  insurance  on  the  College  building. 

7.  At  this  juncture,  while  the  College  is  prospering  and  growing  in 
favor  with  the  Church,  and  the  Church  is  in  a  position  to  appreciate  the 
gocd  wrork  that  is  being  accomplished  by  the  Institution,  we  recommend 
that  an  agent  be  put  at  once  into  the  field  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
increase  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the 
amount  that  was  originally  contemplated;  and  whose  further  duty  it  shall 
be  to  raise  funds  for  the  building  of  two  or  three  houses  for  our  Professors. 
The  Church  cannot  fail  to  appreciate  the  importance  and  necessity  of 
both  these  matters,  as  their  consummation  would  greatly  add  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  College,  and  thereby  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the 
Church.  This  agent  could  also  solicit  the  attendance  of  students,  and  in 
this  way  also  help  the  College. 

8.  As  the  Luther  Memorial  Endowment  is  a  small  sum,  and  is  not 
likely  to  be  increased,  it  seems  that  it  would  be  to  the  interests  of  the 
College  to  merge  that  fund  into  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  and 
thereby  get  rid  of  existing  complications  connected  with  these  two  funds. 
We  recommend  that  this  be  done.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   FEMALE  SEMINARY. 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  this  bod)-  to  report 
to  this  session  "information  and  suggestions  with  reference  to  the  proper 
location  and  management"  of  a  Female  Seminary,  respectfully  report  as 
follows : 

We  gave  due  notice  through  the  Lutheran  Visitor  that  we  were  ready 
to  receive  bids  or  other  inducements  from  localities  desiring  a  Lutheran 
Female  College.  There  was  only  one  response — a  proposition  to  sell  to 
the  Synod  property  for  such  an  institution. 

A  meeting  of  your  Committee  was  held  in  Newberry  in  June  last,  at 
which  was  present  a  committee  of  prominent  citizens  from  Charlotte, 
N.  C,  asking  the  co-operation  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod  in  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  in  that  city  of  a  Lutheran  Female  Seminary  of 
high  grade. 

No  feasible  proposition  having  come  up  from  any  point  in  South  Caro- 
lina, and  your  Committee  unanimously  disapproving  the  unwise  policy 
of  multiplying  institutions  of  learning  beyond  the  ability  of  the  Church 
to  support  them,  we  gave  to  the  committee  from  Charlotte  cordial  com- 
mendation in  their  efforts  to  secure  from  the  Lutheran  people  of  South 
Carolina  material  aid  for  the  building  of  a  seminary  at  Charlotte. 

There  being  before  this  body  no  bid  from  South  Carolina  for  the  loca- 
tion within  its  bounds  of  a  fully  equipped  institution  for  the  education  of 
the  daughters  of  the  Church,  your  Committee  recommend  that  this  Synod 
give  its  hearty  endorsement  to  the  Charlotte  enterprise.

The  papers  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Committee  are  : 

Reports  from  the  Presidents  of  the  Orangeburg,  Newberry,  and  the 
Central  or  Joint  Conferences.  These  reports  state  that  the  regular  meet- 
ings have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  that  the  attendance  at  these 
meetings  was  uniformly  good,  and  that  commendable  interest  has  been 
manifested  by  the  people  in  them.  The  contributions  taken  in  most  of 
the  Conference  meetings  have  been  appropriated  to  aid  struggling 
Churches.  The  Newberry  Conference  reports  that  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Societies  of  their  district  have  arranged  to  meet  annually  with  the 
Conference  and  is  being  encouraged  in  this  plan.  The  Central  Confer- 
ence has  during  the  past  year  held  two  joint  sessions  with  the  South 
Carolina  Conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  and  in  July  last  a  Joint 
Convention  lasting  three  days  was  held,  which  was  well  attended  and 
interesting. 

2.  We  also  have  a  paper,  signed  by  Dr.  Horn,  stating  that  a  Charleston 
Conference  was  organized  in  June,  consisting  of  the  four  pastors  and 
delegates  from  their  congregations.

The  preached  Word  has  been  gladly  received;  the 
Sacraments  of  the  Church  have  been  sought  and  appreciated;  catechisa- 
tion  has  not  been  neglected;  the  Sunday-schools  have  grown  in  favor 
and  interest;  prayer  meetings  have  been  regularly  held  in  most  of  our 
churches;  the  missionary  work  of  the  Synod  has  received  gratifying 
attention;  our  educational  work  has  prospered;  new  churches  have  been 
erected;  the  Common  Service  has  met  with  favor  wherever  it  has  been 
properly  presented;  harmony  has  prevailed  among  us,  and  brotherly  love 
abounds. 

Among  many  other  hopeful  signs  of  vitality,  it  will  be  proper  to 
emphasize  the  increasing  liberality  of  our  churches,  growing  attach- 
ment to  our  doctrines  and  practices,  increased  interest  in  the  circulation 
of  church  literature,  and  a  greater  readiness  to  encourage  and  support 
the  ministry  of  the  Word. 

While  these  evidences  of  religious  prosperity  rejoice  our  hearts  and 
increase  our  gratitude  to  God,  there  is  still  much  to  indicate  the  need  of 
greater  consecration  to  our  work,  and  increased  interest  and  activity  in 
the  maintenance  of  all  our  religious  institutions.

He  was  born  in  the  city  of  Dantzig, 
Prussia,  came  to  this  country  in  his  early  manhood,  and  devoted  the 
best  years  of  his  long  and  eventful  life  to  the  interests  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  His  theological  training  was  received  at  Lexington,  S.  C, 
under  the  sainted  Dr.  Hazelius,  and  in  1842  was  consecrated  to  the 
Gospel  Ministry  by  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  in  whose  connection  he 
remained  until  death.  His  labors  as  Lutheran  pastor  were  performed  in 
Barnwell,  S.  C,  Walhalla,  S.  C,  Augusta,  Ga.,  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  much  of  his  life  was  spent  in  educational  and 
journalistic  work.  In  1868  he  became  President  of  North  Carolina 
College,  and  in  1882  this  institution  conferred  upon  him  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

During  the  yellow  fever  scourge  of  1888,  he  remained  faithfully  by 
his  suffering  people  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  proved  himself  a  true 
shepherd  of  the  Israel  of  God.  But  the  profound  scholar,  the  able  divine, 
and  the  faithful  pastor  is  no  more.  "He  rests  from  his  labors,  and  his 
works  do  follow  him."

Let  each  earnestly  pray 
the  dear  Master's  presence,  His  help  so  greatly  needed,  with  the  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

WORK  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

In  reporting  upon  the  work  of  the  past  year,  let  me  begin  with  the 
work  of  the  Executive  Committee.  This  Committee  has  had  five  meet- 
ings— four  regular  and  one  called.  The  members  have  been  very  faithful 
in  attendance  and  very  earnest  in  their  interest  for  the  success  of  our 
■^cause.    To  awaken  generally  in  the  Church  greater  activity  in  the  cause 
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of  Missions,  and  to  have  more  societies  added  to  our  number,  your  Com- 
mittee early  in  the  year  corresponded  through  its  Secretary  with  the 
individual  pastors,  requesting  them  to  organize  the  ladies  at  points  where 
there  were  no  societies. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  May  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  County 
Convention  in  connection  with  the  Newberry  Conference.  The  success 
of  this  undertaking  is  very  evident  from  the  report  of  the  meeting  at  St. 
Luke's  ou  the  fifth  Sunday  in  September. 

The  Committee,  being  informed  that  it  could  not  hold  its  Annual  Con- 
vention with  Synod,  arranged  for  the  present  convention  at  this  place. 

NEW  SOCIETIES. 

It  affords  great  pleasure  to  report  two  new  Societies  organized  during 
the  past  year — one  at  Union  Church,  Lexington  CDuaty,  with  forty 
members,  aud  one  at  Providence  Church,  Lexington  County,  with 
twenty-seven  members.

When 
a  student  has  successfully  completed  the  required  course  in  any  study, 
a  certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  given  him. 

The  tuition  rates  will  be  as  follows  :  Any  one  study  $20.00  ;  any 
two  studies,  $30.00  ;  any  three  studies,  $45.00.  The  entire  course, 
$57.00.

$30.00  ;  Board  three  months,  $35x0.    Total,  $65.00.
